Like ancient Rome, America shifts 
from republic 


Editor’s Note: The U.S. vic- 
tory in Iraq signals the transforma- 
tion of the American republic into 
an empire. This development 
shows many similarities to the 
emergence of the Augustan empire 
of Ancient Rome from the changes 
in the exercise of executive power 
to the role of the military. 

This is the first in a series of 
articles on “The Politics of Em- 
pire” by PNS Editor Franz Schur- 
mann (fschurmann@pacificnews. 
org), emeritus professor of history 
and sociology at U.C. Berkeley and 
author of numerous books.

America's awesome victory in 
Iraq has rekindled debate about 
“American Empire” in intellectual 
circles. Ordinary people still think 
of America in far more domestic 
terms, as the USA of Bruce Spring- 
steen's “Born in the USA.” Current 
events and history show that that 
USA is increasingly a memory as 
the Republic transforms itself into 
an Empire. 

The notion of the American 
Empire has been around since Tho- 
mas Jefferson's 1803 “Louisiana 
Purchase.” The Allied victory in 
World War II saw articles compar- 
ing modern America to the Roman

Empire. More recently in the jour- 
nal National Interest, Prof. James 
Kurth of Swarthmore College 
writes, A hundred years ago there 
were many empires. Today there 
is only one — the global empire of 
the United States.” 

The decisive move that ush- 
ered in the new American Empire 
came only days after Sept. 11, 
2001. President Bush declared a 
“War on Terrorism” and ordered 
American armed forces from all 
over the world into the Indian 
Ocean in preparation for attacking 
Afghanistan. Expansionism im- 
plies annexing territory, but Bush's 
move was not so much expansion- 
ist as imperial. 

Both the words “empire” and 
“imperial” share the same Latin 
roots, the verb “imperare,” to com- 
mand, and the noun “imperium,” 
empire. The two Latin roots trace 
an essential part of Roman history, 
as Rome went from Republic to 
Empire. The Romans were fiercely 
loyal to their Republic (as Ameri- 
cans are to the USA). But some 
2,000 years ago they also were en- 
thralled about their empire, which 
extended from the Atlantic to what 
is now Iraq. And they also were 
fearful about their economy and 
worried about so many strange 


to emp 


people pouring into Italy, their 
Patria (the place where their ances- 
tors were born). 

At that time, Octavian, a 
nephew of Caesar, held the office 
of “First Consul” (similar to the 
American president who 1s both the 
civil “chief executive” and the 
military “commander in chief”). 
Octavian had held the office of 
First Consul since 33 B.C. and was 
entrusted with the Imperium, that 
is, making war against enemies and 
administering the vast empire. But 
in 28 B.C., Octavian decided to 
make his rule of the Imperium le- 
gitimate by asking the Roman Sen- 
ate to give him the title “Augus- 
tus,” which elevated him to the sta- 
tus of a god. 

The agreement Octavian 
reached with the Roman Senate 
marked the beginning of the Ro- 
man Empire. Both sides agreed that 
the Senate would retain pro forma 
civil power but the Imperator 
(whence the English word Em- 
peror) wielded the real power. In 
America a similar configuration 
seems to be evolving. 

President Bush is more and 
more acting first as America's com- 
mander in chief and only secondly 
as its chief executive. Congress 
only wields power in the SO states 


ire 


of the USA — in short. domestic 
politics. 

Bush's main concern in domes- 
tic politics appears to be his re-elec- 
tion in November 2004. 

While wars did break out in 
Octavian's reign, nevertheless his 
main policy was carrying out the 
new Pax Romana by creating hun- 
dreds of military bases all over the 
vast Roman Empire. It seems that 
Bush and the Pentagon are carry- 
ing out a Pax Americana by doing 
the same throughout the world. The 
plans laid out by the Pentagon vi- 
sionaries about the Middle East's 
future envisage a world of univer- 
sal peace, prosperity and freedom. 

As aresult of Octavian's politi- 
cal restructuring, the Roman Em- 


pire did enjoy two centuries of 


peace and prosperity. And while the 
Romans would not have cared 
about modern democratic rights, 
they did allow a considerable au- 
tonomy inthe many different states 
and communities over which they 
ruled. 

Another similarity between 
Octavian and Bush is in the respec- 
tive zeitgeists of their times. In the 
former's, all kinds of religion were 
sweeping through the Roman Em- 
pire. Few of them were spin-offs 


from the traditional gods that 
Rome had shared with classical 
Hellas. Since the old gods no 
longer moved the 50 million inhab- 
itants of the Empire, Octavian felt 
he couldn't lose by inaugurating a 
new religious cult centered on him- 
selfas a god and rooted in his uncle 
Julius Caesar. That move created 
a “Julian” dynasty that ruled for the 
rest of the first century. 

America too is witnessing 
waves of new and revived reli- 
gions. As in ancient Rome, the tra- 
ditional religions have lost their 
fire while the revivalist faiths are 
flourishing. It is well-known that 
Bush has embraced Evangelical 
Christianity. And, in stark contrast 
to earlier 20th century presiden- 
cies, the Bush White House has in- 
troduced regular prayer meetings. 
A spin-off of this new religious cli- 
mate has led to many politicians 
using the word “God” without fear- 


ing attacks from secularists. If 


Bush should emulate Octavian's 
political approach, that could result 
in a Bush dynasty that would see 
future American presidents pride 
themselves as being part of the 
Bush line while having no biologi- 
cal connection to it. That was the 
case with Octavian himself <>

Estimada Dra Jiménez 

Desde hace algunos meses me he sentido con 
mucha ansiedad y nerviosismo. tengo insomnio y me 
cuesta concentrarme. No tengo ningún problema 
mayor de familia o de trabajo. pero algunas veces no 
puedo controlar este sentimiento. y me está causando 
mucho problema. Ya no quiero salir de la casa y mi 
esposo y mis hijos no están contentos con esta 
situación. Ellos me pidieron que buscara ayuda. ¿Qué 
me recomienda? Esmeralda, Atlanta, GA 

Estimada Esmeralda: 

Casi todas las personas experimentan ansiedad 
en sus vidas. por lo general en forma temporal y 
asociado a eventos como conflictos familiares o del 
trabajo. problemas financieros y muchos otros. 
Cuando el evento se resuelve. los problemas de 
ansiedad se van con ello. 

La ansiedad o ataques de ansiedad pueden pre- 
sentarse con sintomas leves o severos (que 
inmovilizan al paciente como las fobias a animales. 
alas alturas o ataques de pánico). Pueden presentarse 
en el paciente sin una causa aparente, con 
preocupación o inquietud presente (más días que los 
días normales) por más de 6 meses. 

La persona puede presentar inquietud, problemas 
para concentrarse. insomnio. rechinar los dientes al 
dormir. irritabilidad y aumento o disminución del 
apetito. Todos presentamos estos síntomas en algún 
momento. lo importante para realizar el diagnóstico 
es la severidad con que se presentan y la persistencia 
de los mismos 

Los pacientes con ansiedad también pueden 
presentar síntomas físicos como fatiga crónica, 
palpitaciones. falta de aire. dolor en el pecho, boca 
seca, sudor excesivo. mareos. falta de apetito sexual, 
tensión en los músculos del cuello y espalda. y 
desórdenes del aparato digestivo (náusea, diarrea), 
solo para nombrar unos pocos. 

La experiencia de los médicos expertos en este 
padecimiento anota que la mayoría de estos pacientes 
asistirán al médico por primera vez. aquejando 
síntomas físicos (no síntomas psicológicos) ya que 


no reconocen la ansiedad como problema y el 
diagnóstico es más difícil para el médico general. 

Para el diagnóstico, el médico realizará el exa- 
men físico completo. incluyendo la historia médica 
y familiar y exámenes especiales para descartar 
enfermedades que pueden ser la causa de ansiedad 
como el hipertiroidismo (excesivo funcionamiento 
de la tiroides). hipoglucemia (bajo azúcar en sangre). 
abuso de cafeína (bebidas de cola, te. café y choco- 
late). hipocalcemia o hipercalcemia (poco o mucho 
calcio en sangre). enfermedad del corazón 
(coronariopatia, arritmias) y otras enfermedades 
físicas y mentales 

Sino hay causa física aparente, se le recomienda 
al paciente suspender el consumo de café, alcohol. 
cigarrillo o drogas. Se le puede ofrecer tratamiento 
de modificación del comportamiento, educación 
sobre el padecimiento. psicoterapia y medicamentos 
farmacéuticos como antidepresivos. Sin embargo. 
estos farmacéuticos no se recomiendan en pacientes 
que tengan que ser tratados a largo plazo, por los 
efectos secundarios. problemas de dependencia y 
disfunción sexual. 

Para los individuos que presentan desórdenes 
menores de ansiedad, el manejo del estrés con 
ejercicios de relajación controlada (casetes), 
meditación O yoga es de gran ayuda y el ejercicio 
aeróbico moderado por espacio de 30 minutos 2 a 3 
veces por semana. 

Una dieta rica en calcio. fósforo. magnesio y po- 
tasio es esencial. ya que estos nutrientes se pueden 
encontrar disminuidos en pacientes con estrés 
Alimentos ricos en estos minerales son los aguacates. 
brócoli. bananos (plátanos). levadura de cerveza, 
arroz integral, albaricoques (fruta seca), vegetales de 
hoja verde. productos de soya. pescado (salmon), 


cereales de grano entero y yogur.

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Descubren que calor intenso 
puede reducir tumores 


San Diego (EE.UU.), (EFE).- 
El calor intenso usado para destruir 
tumores se ha convertido en una 
alternativa a la radiación y la qui- 
mioterapia, especialmente en los 
cánceres de pulmón y riñones, se 
gún revelaron dos estudios para- 
lelos. 

Investigadores del Instituto de 
Oncología de Bart. en Italia, utili- 
zaron el calor intenso mediante 
ablación de radiofrecuencia guiada 
para destruir tumores pulmonares. 

Al mismo tiempo, el sistema 
era aplicado con éxito por radió- 
logos de la Clinica Mayo. en Roch- 
ester (Minesota). para eliminar 
tumores renales. 

Los resultados de ambas in 
vestigaciones en las que se aplicó 
la extirpación O ablación de 
tumores mediante calor intenso 
fueron dados a conocer en una reu- 
nión de expertos organizada por la 
Sociedad de Radiología Roentgen, 
en San Diego (California). 

“Hemos logrado destruir 50 de 
un total de 51 tumores renales en 
32 pacientes”. dijo Michael Farrell. 
radiólogo de la Clínica Mayo y di 
rector del estudio. 


Añadió que los tumores más 


fáciles de tratar con ablación de ra- 
diofrecuencia son los que “crecen 
en la parte exterior del riñón 
porque la grasa circundante aisla 
al tumor y asegura la temperatura 
necesaria para lograr la destrucción 
celular cancerígena”. 

Indicó que se ha hecho un 
seguimiento de esos pacientes du- 
rante un máximo de 27 meses y 
ninguno de ellos ha sufrido una re- 
caída “y si ésta ocurriera podemos 
volver a extirpar los tumores me- 
diante ablación de radiofrecuen- 
cia”. El científico dijo que el nivel 
de éxito es “alentador” y que 
constituye una Opción para pacien- 
tes con función renal limitada. 
incluyendo los que se han sometido 
a la extirpación de un riñón. 

En la investigación realizada 
en el Instituto de Oncología de 
Bari. los investigadores trataron 40 
nódulos pulmonares encontrados 
en 18 pacientes, quienes se habían 
sometido a quimioterapta 

Catorce de esas personas 
tenfan metástasis y los otros cuatro 
registraban un cáncer que no se 
podía extirpar quirúrgicamente. 

El 98 por ciento de los centros 


cancerosos fue destruido mediante 


la ablación, manifestó Cosmo 
Gadaleta, investigador principal 
del estudio. 

Uno de esos pacientes mostró 
evidencias de cáncer residual des- 
pués del tratamiento de radiofre- 
cuencia, pero se le volvió a tratar 
de la misma forma con éxito. 

Gadaleta indicó que la ma- 
yoría de las complicaciones del tra- 
tamiento fueron de corta duración 
y fácilmente controlables. 

Esas complicaciones incluye- 
ron acumulación de aire y fluidos 
en la membrana pulmonar. fiebre 
y dolores leves. 

Los pacientes fueron dados de 
alta una semana después de conclu- 
irel tratamiento. una permanencia 
mucho más corta que la obligada 
por una intervención quirúrgica, 
dijo. 

“Este estudio es prometedor, 
pero sugerimos que se hagan más 
investigaciones para identificar a 
los pacientes que podrían aprove- 
char esta terapia y evaluar de mejor 
torma la función que podría de- 
sempeñar la ablación de radiofre- 
cuencia en el tratamiento de cán- 
ceres pulmonares”. dijo Gada- 


leta.<>

In the SIRIUS clinical trial of 
more than 1,000 patients, the 
Sirolimus-coated stent had a 
renarrowing rate of 3.2 percent in- 
side the stent and 5.7 percent 
around the edges. The 3.2 percent 
rate represented a 91 percent reduc- 
tion in renarrowing compared with 
patients who received bare-metal 
stents. The 5.7 percent rate repre- 
sented a 75 percent reduction. 
Worldwide, among the first 697 
patients treated with the Sirolimus 
stent and followed for 4-24 
months, only four patients (0.36 
percent) have required a repeat 
treatment for a blockage. 

One of the first Sirolimus- 
coated stents in the United States 
was implanted in a patient at 
Borgess Medical Center in April, 
2001, as part of the SIRIUS clini- 
cal trial. Borgess Medical Center 
was one of the leading enrolling 
centers in the U.S. clinical trial, 
which included 52 heart research 
centers, enrolling 36 patients. 
About 2,400 bare-metal stents are 
implanted in the five cardiovascu- 
lar labs at Borgess Medical Center 
each year. 

Sirolimus is an FDA-approved 
drug that is usually used to prevent 
rejection in organ transplants. This 
anti-immune drug does not harm 
cells, but reduces both cellular pro- 
liferation and inflammation. This 
“dual action” seems to be very ef- 
fective in preventing scar tissue 
from forming after stent place- 
ment.
